AMERICAN e n ANGE. 


The characteristic of American politi - 
t al anil social life whioh first and most 
strongly .impresses foreigners is that i 
everything is in a state 
of change. 
Nothing seem sfixed, constitutions, laws, 
officials, customs, or e 7en wealth and 
position of old families. 
To observers 
there is ceaseless hurry and perpetual 
motion like the surface of rapids at N i­ 
agara. It is not strange if this has sug­ 
gested to others than Mr. Carlyle the 
thought that democracy is b o o d to take 
its plunge over the cataract. 
There is change everywhere, says the 
New York Tribune, and perpetual change. 
But it is not, on the whole, ohauge for 
the worse. 
The nation grows fast in 
numbers, wealth, physical necessities, 
moral aspirations, and it is a happy thing 
that its framework can be so quickly 
adapted to its needs. Blower growth in 
the old countries does perhaps in part 
excuse greater difficulty of change, but 
ill the older 
nations are 
in 
faot 
bam pi red 
and 
burdened, 
if 
not 
crippled, 
by 
forms 
and 
mettled8 
which they have outgrown. 
It is a start­ 
ling change, but not necessarily a change 
for the worse, when a million people are 
transferred in a few years to four terri­ 
tories, first empty, now about to assume 
the dignity of great states, 
it is not 
necessarily for the worse that even the 
Oklahoma boomers have occupied with 
rode beginnings of civilization a land 
hitherto tenanted only by cattle, or that 
cities with banks and stores, government 
officials aud mails, grow up in a day. 
Neither is it necessarily an evil that laws 
of the st&tee are constantly being altered: 
that legislature like those of New York 
and New Jersey leave behind them 
changes so general and sweeping that 
lawyers must almost begin the study of 
the law over again. 
In many cases, if 
not in most, the changes are those de­ 
manded by popular experience of evils 
under the forms and methods formerly 
existing. 
In trait), upon a deeper look it will be 
8een that the surface is iud e e l broken 
and torn by perpetual motion, like that 
of the rapids above Niagara, and that

[Most of the innumerable obanges in laws, 
In methods, in judicial decisions, are for 
the greater protection of the people’s 
right, or the defence cf oppressed classes, 
)r the removal of old abases. Many of 
iem tend to increase the rewards of la- 
ior, many afford greater security to its 
savings, many insure readier expression 
it the popular w ill. 
Bolt comes to pass 
that the people are, in faot, better pro­ 
tected than at any former time, with more 
impartial courts; that wages are better 
though lands are dearer and scarcer, and 
that the people have more comforts 
though the conntiy is more crowded. 
The crowning feature is the demon­ 
strated grip of American common sense, 
hold fast that whioh proves good.

tried which 
on close 
[erntmy prove unsound or in meth­ 
ods mistaken, and these are quickly re­ 
verted. 
Thus the movement toward 
‘tariff reform” by lowering of duties has 
convinced the country that it was a mis­ 
take , and the tendency is already in the 
apposite direction. 
Borne reformers be­ 
mail the abandonment of civil service re 
|orm, but the truth is they have mis 
ikcn show for substance, and fancied 
that mere Chinese methods would bring 
Jestings, and the public loses interest 
In a worship of Tor rn in place of practical 
jesuits. 
But every good change stays. 
It IB a striking fact, which will bear 
Closer fctudy than most statesmen have 
liven it, that in every instance the re­ 
form whioh has approved it?el J in prao-

fhen it is realized with what inexorable 
ight the people hold fast every inch 
iaiced for freedom, for justice, for good 
rovemment and the well-being of the 
litizen, then it may seem that American 
caseless change is in practical result 
imenoan progress.

A report from Washington aayB 
the sum of $G,400,OOO is the maximum* 
coat of the census cf 18&0, aud that one 
million is now available. 
The report 
goes on in substance to say that the 
enumerators are employed for from twQ 
to four weeks. 
It takes the supervisors 
longer, butin the offices of the bureau 
in Washington comes the grand task of 
the census. 
Eight topics only accord­ 
ing to law om ne treated of, but the 
n umber of volumes is not limited, It 
bas been a favorite notion of Mr. Porter, 
that the ceLsua of 1880, while it was most 
exhaustive, was too cumbersome, in­ 
accessible and slow. 
No doubt one 
effort of his will be to publish the vol­ 
umes in three or four years, and by de­ 
creasing their number aud size, bring the 
practical information yielded by the cen­ 
sus more easily within the grasp of the 
people. General Walker did wonders, 
but he tried to do too much. 
Mr. Porter will try to adopt some 
practical reforms in taking the census* 
and everybody hopes that he will suc­ 
ceed .

P a r is, May 7.—At 2 o’clock Monday 
afternoon, surrounded by his ministers and 
many distinguished guests, President Car­ 
not stood under the great dome of tho Ex­ 
position building formally to declare it 
open. 
Tho speeches by the President and others 
were characterized alike by tact and taste, 
and the solitary marring incident, the 
blank cartridge discharged by a maudlin 
sensationalist, who it has been ascertained 
to be a harmless imbecile deserving only 
pity, has already been forgotten. 
With the President were Premier Tirard 
Yoes Guyot, minister of public works, and 
MM. Lockray, Rouvier, Le Grand, Berger, 
Dautresme, and Christophile, the ablest of 
the bureau heads. 
The President’s cortege arrived at the 
exposition grounds, escorted by tho bril­ 
liant corps of cuirassiers whose breast­ 
plates and hemlets flashed back the pleas­ 
ant May-day sun. 
Tho crystal tones of the 
great clocks struck 2, tho trumpets poured 
forth their strains, and the entire assembly 
under the dome arose to its feet. 
It 
was a 
spectacle worth 
remembering. 
Conceive 
a 
great 
circle 
formed 
under a dome suggestive of St. Paul’s, 
decorations reaching to tho apex, noble In 
symbolism and allusion, the art and liter­ 
ature of all countries noted by ingenious 
and graceful devices, the names of the 
world’s greatest emblazoned in gold letters, 
the various emblems of civilization arranged 
pictorially upon segments of arches, and a 
colossal frieze extending entirely around 
tho base of the dome composed of magnifi­ 
cent processional national types of all races 
bearing appropriate offerings. 
Beneath 
this luminous and rich roof are hundreds 
of arm chairs, single chairs, and benches, 
all 
in 
gold 
upholstering, 
with the 
arms 
in crimson brocade 
or velvet, 
and a dais, arranged with heavy red 
draperies, for the President and his train. 
Extending in the lines of a parallelogram, 
with an endless vista through the palace of 
fine arts, are places all in red velvet, for 
the Senators and Deputies, judges, heads 
of departments, chiefs of bureaus, mayors, 
members of the great councils, the French 
academy, the Institute of Fr&uce, the 
clergy and civil functionaries. 
The sur­ 
prise of the day waft tile presence of all 
tho diplomatic representatives 
now in 
Paris while their governments declined 
to permit them officially to 
assist in 
the opening of the exposition, personal 
good will and possibly private curiosity 
have overcome the prohibition, and they 
were all unofficially present. 
The letter of 
their instructions has been kept, while the 
spirit Is broken. 
It is a sight that can be 
seen nowhere except in Paris. 
Only one 
foreign representative is In austere black, 
unrelieved by any decoration. 
This is 
hlr. Robert McLane, the retiring minister 
of the United States, who is greeted with 
cordial warmth on every side. 
After the “Marseillaise” had been played 
by a picked orchestra and sung by a chorus 
of men’s voices, Premier Tirard rose to de­ 
liver the opening speech. 
It Is a judi­ 
cious speech and pronounced with moder­ 
ate but wisely re plated force. 
It makes 
an excellent impression, and at its close the 
audience cheer enthusiastically and M. 
Tirard is warmly congratulated by the offi­ 
cials surrounding him.

When P resid en ts ne *orr„_. uo Triad his 
speech a slight tremor Wizes lime. Carnot, 
who clasps her elegantly gloved hands to­ 
gether and leans a little forward in her 
chair as if desirous of not losing a word. 
The President’s voice is shrill but audible. 
His speech is well thought out, and he Is 
able frequently to take his eyes from the 
manuscript. 
He knows the good points of 
its well-turned phrases, and for each re­ 
ceives greater applause that any of that Ti- 
rard’s evoked. 
His peroration is delivered 
with considerable earnestness. Every word 
is safe, prudent, plausible, aud generous. 
It was several minutes before the President 
was permitted to take hie seat. 
The musi­ 
cal program was then at once proceeded 
with. 
President Carnot descended from 
the dais and walked down the main aisle 
of the gallery of fine arts toward the cen­ 
ter, where he touched several electric but­ 
tons. 
In a moment the fountains of the 
exposition were all pouring forth their 
streams to tho universal sunshine and the 
great engine of the machinery palace was 
in motion. 
The 300,OOO or 400, OOO people 
outside and inside cheer, and every portion 
of the grounds of the universal exposition 
of 1889 is open. 
The exhibitors number 30, OOO. 
At night 
Paris was ablaze with illuminations. 
No 
vehicles were permitted in the streets. 
The exposition of 1889 is unlike all its 
predecessors in certain large respects. The 
chief of these is its emphasis of the in­ 
herent conservatism of skilled labor. 
The countries represented by their skill 
are, in addition to France and the United 
States, Great Britain, Austria, Hungary, 
Italy, Switzerland, Russia, Sweden, Den­ 
mark, Norway, Holland, Belgium, Spain, 
Portugal, Greece, 
Roumania, 
Servia, 
Egypt, Persia, Mexico, Brazil, the Argen­ 
tine Republic, Bolivia, Chili, Nicaragua, 
Venezuela, Guatemala, Uruguay, Para­ 
guay, San Domingo, Salvador, 
Hayti, 
China, Japan, East India, Siam, Morocco, 
and Australasia. 
The unrepresented coun­ 
tries are Germany—an absence as inevita­ 
ble as it is deplorable and conspicuous— 
Turkey, and Montenegro. 
The American corn palace, where the 
uses of this article of food are to be pict­ 
uresquely Introduced to Europeans, 
is 
located near the Trocadero. 
Its success is 
uncertain. 
The registered population of 2,250,000 is 
already augmented by large contingents 
from the various departments of France 
and from all quarters of Europe and the 
continents of America and Australia. 
The 
accommodations for strangers are ample, 
but, as happens in every other city under 
corresponding circumstances the prices of 
necessaries and indulgences have risen. 
The arrangements for the policing of the 
exposition buildings and the city are com­ 
plete, and, as is generally true of Paris, are 
admirable. 
The admission to the exposi­ 
tion grounds is Only 20 cents for all the 
departments, and once in it is unnecessary 
to leave them until the hour for closing at 
night. 
There are ample resources for 
feeding the multitudes within the grounds 
at moderate prices, tho restaurants being 
under official control. 
Most of the rail­ 
roads give excursion rates.

RODE UNDER WATER. 


B ic y c list W ebb H as a R em a rk a b le E x ­ 
p erien ce T h rou gh an A ccid en t. 
L a w r e n c e , Mass., May 7 .—Bicyclist 
James Webb has discovered tho utility of 
his bicycle as a submarine vehicle of loco­ 
motion. 
When the steamer Carlotta sank the 
other day on a ledge in the Merrimac river 
Webb and several other wheelmen were on 
the deck of the steamer. 
Webb was 
mounted on his bicycle doing a “stand­ 
still” act. 
His friends all managed to 
swim ashore, with no more damage than a 
thorough wetting, but Webb and his bi­ 
cycle were thrown over the side of the ves­ 
sel and sank as promptly as did the boat 
immediately afterward. 
Webb is thoroughly at home in the 
water, and when he went overboard did 
not think of letting go of his machine. 
It was too valuable to lose, so he clung to 
the handles and they both went down to­ 
gether, Webb in the saddle and sitting 
bolt upright. 
The wheel must have slid 
down between two stones, for when the 
machine struck the bottom it remained up­ 
right. 
Instinctively Webb’s feet sought 
the pedals, and putting forth his muscle 
he actually propelled the bicycle over the 
hard sandy bottom and up the incline of 
the ledge for a distance of sixty feet. 
A loud cheer greeted the appearance of 
the submerged bicyclist, 
and he 
was 
warmly congratulated 'by his 
friends. 
There have been some people skeptical 
enough to doubt the truth of this perform­ 
ance, but when shown through a water- 
glass the wheel track in the sand they have 
been promptly convinced.

Ordinarily ip this country bananas ara 
eaten raw, sa?s the American Analyst, but 
in tropical countries, while the natives eat 
them in like fashion, a more delicate and, 
it is said, a more healthy mode of eating 
them is in vogue. 
The soft, ripe fruit, 
eaten to a cream with a sufficiency of 
Amontillado sherry forms a delightful ap­ 
petizer, and ^s the favorite way of eating 
the baoana.in certain parts of the West 
Indies and of the African coast. 
Taken in - 
moderation at first rising in the morning, 1 
bananas are said to be preservative of 
health, and in this respect are in marked 
i 
contrast with other tropical fruits, which are J 
detrimental, rather than otherwise, to con­ 
tinued 
good 
health. 
An intoxicating ' 
drink is made from the banana, and on 
( 
account of its astringent qualities is of con- 
, 
siderable medical value. 
In Africa, and 
probably in other places also, bananas are, 
in a very large measure, the sole dependence 
for food supply of the natives. The banana 
when ripe, contains 74 per cent water; of 
the 20 remaining parts 90 are sugar and 2 
gluten or flesh-forming substance. 
It is 
not in itself a perfect food, but requires 
the addition of s6me other nitrogenous 
material, as lean meat. 
The pulp of the 
banana, but more often of pther plantain, 
is oft times squeezed through a sieve and 
formed into loaves, which, when ripe, will 
keep a very long time. 
In the dried 
state it has the resemblance of bread, 
both in taste and composition, but the 
ripened pulp is saccharine, And not farina­ 
ceous 
At Panama the rarest and most 
delicious of the banana species has its 
home. 
Small and ruddy in color, it is 
popularly known as the thumb banana, 
and on account of its delicate flavor is \ 
much prized everywhere. 
It does not bear . 
transportation well, although it may often I 
be found in tho markets of Chicago and 
New York. 
Crossing the Isthmus by the 
lino that connects Panama with Aspinwall, 
the natives of the villages along tho routs 
mako a habit of coming to the train, deck­ 
ed in primitive fashion, with garlands oi 
flowers around their necks and flowers ii* 
their hair, and disposing of the fruit. 
Hero tho thumb banana may be oaten in iti 
perfection.

Never in the history of the settlement of

On Nature’s track, now the smooth, roll­ 
ing prairie, and again the rough brush­ 
land, sped riders and horses, tumbling over
